Over the group of 
Children is a large wreath of Fruits and 
Flowers, with Birds on it. The figures 
of exquisite beauty and colouring are by 
Rubens and the Fruits, Birds, &c. by 
Snyders. 

These two famous Masters frequently work- 
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ed together. Rubens after having finish- 
ed the Figures, leaving the accessories 
to Snyders.

This magnificient Chef d'ceuvre was execu- 
ted by the artist for a Monarch of Spain, 
as an Altar Piece, and cost an immense 
price. It represents the Virgin with our

Angels descending as Messengers from 
Heaven. 

It would be useless to attempt a description 
of such a Painting, no pen could give an 
idea of its merits. The late owner with 
a view to encourage the Fine Arts in this 
country, lent it for some time to the Na- 
tional Academies of New York and Phil- 
adelphia, where a great number of copies 
were made by young Artists, who pro- 



fited by his Benevolence. Canvass, 
length 4 feet 6 inches, height 9 feet 6 
inches. 

The Group of Children and the Lions were al- 
so lent to the same Acedemies.
